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FACTORS MAKING FOR QUIET 
MARKETS. - 


THE GRAND TRUNK 
FUTURE OF TEXTILE SHARES. 
From Oun FINANCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, Sunday Night. 


Last week's dulness in Stock Markets is 
not surprising in view of the factors at work, 
The latest news from China is somewhat dis- 
turbing; there is apparently no prospect now 
of an early reduction in the Bank rate, and 
preparations are afoot for quite a number of 
new loans’ In addition, the speculative feel- 
ing has been affected adversely by the set- 
back in Oil Shares, while to-morrow a fort- 
nightly settlement will commence. Most of 
these influences are of a temporary character, 
for the only one of real moment is the situa- 
tion in China and the possibilities which that 
involves. The confidence of investors has 
not been shaken, as indicated by the steady 
demand for essentially sound securities, while, 
so far, the new loans have been well taken. 


BRITISH RAILS. 


As regards Home Rails, an improvement in 
prices may reasonably be looked for soon, 
when the results of the past year have been 
fully digested. These results are not worse 
than might have been anticipated; indeed, 
in some respects they are better. The finan- 
cial position of the groups has been weakened 
hy the drafts upon reserves for dividend pur- 
poses, but most of the companies are still in a 
strong position in this respect, and, with the 
expected revival in trade, the current year 
should see an ability to earn dividends on 
something like the former scale. The direct 
losses to stockholders are considerably smaller 
than would have been the case had not the 
boards accumulated big reserves against ex- 
ceptionally bad times, such as were experl- 
enced last year. 


CENTRAL ARGENTINE 


While it is thought that the excellent 
traffic returns of the Argentine railways this 
year ensure the maintenance of previous 
dividends, there is some speculation as to the 
chance of a bigger payment on Central Argen 
tine Ordinary and Deferred Stocks. For the 
year ended June BW, 1926, the company 
suffered a traffic decrease of £300,000, owing 
mainly to the failure of the wheat harvest ip 
the territory served, a circumstance party off- 
set by an abundant maize crop. Despite this, 
it was possible to pay 6 p.c. for the year cn 
the stocks mentioned. To date the company 
has an increase in gross receipts of over 
£600,000. If it is assumed that only half of 
this represents an increase in net revenue, 
the amount will be sufficient to raise the 
dividend on the Ordinary and Deferred Stocks 
to 7 p.c. There is, of course, no certainty 
that. such a dividend will be paid. Conceiv- 
ably traffics may fall off from now until the 
end of the financial year, while the company 
may elect to use much of the increased re- 
venue in strengthening the financial position, 
but the possibility 1s certainly an interesting 
one.. If 7 p.c. were paid on Central Argentine 
Ord.. that stock would give a yield at the 
current price of fully 8 p.c. without allowing 
for accrued dividend. It is considered, there- 
fore, that the present quotation does not 
over-value the security. 


FOREIGN BOND DRAWINGS. 


Of late there has been a demand for cer- 
tain foreign bonds in view of the periodica! 
drawings at par. Where the market quotation 
represents a substantial discount, ooviously 
a purchaser, who has the good fortune to 
acquire a bond which is drawn, obtains a 
substantial profit, Some speculative investors 
regularly buy such bonds because of this 
chance, ignoring the question of interest yield, 
or even the prospects of capital appreciation. 
As it happens, the number of loans redeem-

SOME EXAMPLES. 


Rio de Janeiro State 5 p.c. Bonds have 
the advantage of half-yearly drawings in 
March and September, for payment on April 
Ist and October 1st respectively; and the re- 
cent rise in this security to 84 is undoubtedly 
due to purchases induced by the nearness of 
a drawing.

THE GRAND TRUNK RAILWAY. 


It is so long ago since the famous award 
declared that Grand Trunk junior securities 
were valueless: that many mu may have 
forgotten the circumstance. The matter | is 
not completely closed, for there is a junior 
stockholders’ committee in existence, and this 
body is evidently prepared to take any steps 
that may be necessary in an attempt ‘to 
restore some value to former holdings. The 
case of Grand Trunk junior stockholders has 
been strengthened in a sense by the rematk- 
able improvement in.recent years in the wortk- 
ing of the Canadian ational Railway 
system. The Grand Trunk forms part ‘of 
this, and, according to some people, a very 
important part, perhaps the most remunera- 
tive. 


CANADIAN NATIONAL SURPLUS. 


For 1924 the operating surplus of the Cana- 
dian National Railways amounted to 17 
million dollars only, but for 1925 the figures 
rose to 32. millions, and for 1926 to 46 
millions. This. great improyement was, in 
face of the fact that rates in Canada are 
below those in any other important. country. 
lt was, indeed, an almost constant complaint 
of the late chairman of the Grand ‘Trunk 
Company that, the serious situation in regard 
to the guarantee of Grand Trunk . Pacific 
interest would not have ‘arisen had the com- 
pany received aivhority to raise rates to the 
same extent as tailways in other countries 
were as some compensation for the greatly 
increased working costs caused by the war. 
In .uay last the President of the Canadian 
National Railways, Sir Henry Thernton, said 
before an Ottawa Commission that, had the 
freight rates of Canada been the same as 
those of the United States, the net earnings 
for 1925 would have been 56 million dollars, 
instead. of the 32 millions recorded. It 
follows, therefore, that for 1926 the amount 
of 46 million dollars actually announced 
would have been very much greater. 


AN UNJUST AWARD, 


What the former holders of Grand Trunk 
First, Second and Third Preference and Orai- 
nary stock would like to know is the extent 
to which their property has contributed. to 
vhe greatly improved results of the Natiotial 
Railway system in the last few years. By 
expropriating the Grand Trunk system under 
the terms of the famous award, the Canadian 
authorities, of course, were acting in a 
ring legal manner, but what is quite 
egal is not clways just, and. it can scarcely 
be said that an award is just which deprived 
holders of over £35,000,000 nominal of capi- 
tal of every right to their property.

THE OUTLOOK.

OUTLOOK FOR TEXTILE SHARES. 


The current review of a leading firm of 
Stock Exchange dealers asks if prospects: in 
the cotton trade to-day are any better than 
they have been during recent years? So, far 
as the économiic causes of the depression are 
concerned, an aflirmatiye answer is .given. 
Cotton is abundant, and it is cheap—below 
the cost of production, in fact. Competition 
due to depreciated currency is less acute; 
Japan is preparing for the amended factory

MANCHESTER MARKET REVIEW. 


From Our CommerctaL CORRESPONDENT. 

The rather better business conditions of 
the past fortnight or so have been main- 
tained; a fair amount of interest is being 
shown, and there is a welcome feeling of 
confidence in the future. So far as Les. 
cashire is concerned, labour conditions have 
settled down slowly, but surely, and there is 
no doubt that money is circulating more 
freely than has been the case for some time 
past. The bacon market is at last showing 
signs of recovery, but the position is ex- 
tremely interesting. While official advances 
are recorded this week-end quotations are 
still much lower than those ruling twelve 
months ago. During the Jast month or two 
large consignments have been received from 
Denmark and other Continental countries, but 
it is apparent that consumption has been 
stimulated by the recent low prices. Feb- 
ruary is one of the dull months of the year 
for the trade; nevertheless the large quanti- 
ties are being handled without difficulty. For 
some time past, prevailing prices have been 
more or less below the cost of production. 
Irish bacon has been relatively much higher 
than other cures, and with the cost of raw 
material at present levels, is likely to remain 
so. The butter market at the moment 1s 
rather difficult to gauge as to the future. A 
great deal of activity has been reported from 
the Continent, and Danish, in particular, has 
sold very well. At Northern. markets 
Danish butter has met a fairly good demand 
of late, and the Danes are not disposed to 
put their prices too high, and thereby bring 
on the demand in the various markets for 
New Zealand and Australian butter. It is 
many years since the butter market has pre- 
sented to many problems ,for although the 
statistical position for a month or two appears 
sound, the fact cannot be denied that the 
inguiry for finest descriptions of Colonial 
butter is extremely disappointing. Not- 


‘withstanding this fact, there does not appear 


to be much likelihood of a decline in the 
official quotation for New Zealand or Aus- 
tralian produce. It is believed that a large 
number of buyers throughout the country 
are giving the preference to Australian over 
New and, their attention being chiefly 
diverted to under-priced grades. There is 
still an acute shortage of confectionery quali- 
ties, and cold-stored stocks from last season 
are practically exhausted. The demand for 
new laid eggs ‘continues satisfactory, all 
classes moving readily into consumption, So 
far as Danish are concerned, the only maide 
on this market for some time have been 154!b. 

At Salford Cattle Market on Tuesday a 
slight increase was noted in the number of 
fat cattle on offer. Irish fat beasts, whilst 
forming a fair proportion of the supply, were 
rather below the number penned in the pre- 
vious week, but no sheep or lambs from 
that source were available. Fat cattle was 
more difficult to buy, and nice, small heifers 
changed hands at avenele’ prices. In dairy 
cattle a fair number of buyers put in an 
appearance, and although there was no great 
pressure to sell, dealers held out for the full 
rate prevailing in the previous week. Sheep 
and lambs were generaliy quietly steady. At 
the Manchester Dead Meat Market there 
were fair pitchings of home-killed beef, 
mutton, and lamb, but a very slow trade 
was experienced throughout the week. I[m- 
ported meat also shared in the general de- 
pression, though there was no great fluctua- 
tion in price. At the close of the week, 
owing to the foggy weather, there was a 
marked asa i of chilled beef, and while 
prices advanced sharply, it was apparent that 
this was of a temporary character only. At 
the Manchester Pig Market there was little 
change to report in the position, supplies 
being equal to all requirements. 

Dead poultry has n in moderate re- 
quest, with prices favouring buyers, and 
prime Irish turkeys were reduced ld. to 2d. 
at 1s. ód; to Is. 6d: per Ib. During the 
week there has been something in the nature 
of a glut of Irish salmon, and prices have 
ruled very low, averaging around 1s. 6d. per 
lb. for prime fish.

sted for 24 hours. Tossed like a cork in 
the tempest, the Aileen suffered a heavy 
pounding by enormous seas, and was so dis- 
tressed that the pump became choked, and 
the crew had to take turns at bailing with 
buckets. The food supplies also gave out. 
With no possible hope of making further 
way, and thankful that they had not been 
sunk, the voyagers were compelled to turn 
around and put k to Rio Quequen Grande, 
‘‘ waddling,” as Cornelius Cadogan described 
it, ‘‘ like a lame duck.’’ 

When, after many vicissitudes, Quequen 
Grande was sighted, another great disappoint- 
ment awaited the anxious crew. As moun- 
tainous seas were breaking from side to side 
of the bar, they had to endure the misery of 
seeing safety without ha able to reach it. 
It was then decided to face for Mar del 
Plata, on the Argentine coast, where, to the 
great relief of the fatigued crew, a safe har- 
bour and a.cordial greeting were found. Met 
by the captain of the port with a hearty 
handshake, they were congratulated by every- 
hody, and made, as they said, to feel very 
much at home. The hospitality of the Yacht 
Club was extended to them, and they en- 
joyed the novel experience of spending their 
Christmas under sunny skies, 

RUNNING FROM AN ICEFIELD. 

After seeing many interesting sights agers 
to Irish eyes, they left Mar del Plata wit 
parting benedictions, and had a good run in 
calm seas until they came off the Argentine 
coast, where they narrowly escaped disaster. 
An ice-field, about three miles in length, made 
an alarming appearance one sh which 
fortunately happened to be bright. y turn- 
ing tail as quickly as possible the ice-field 
was avoided, and the Eileen set a straight 
course for the Falklands, her final destina- 
tion, where, after meeting a few | gn she 
arrived in Stanley Harbour safe and sound. 

Much to their pleasure, the first person 
that the weary voyagers met when they 
touched the quays was a fellow-countryman, 
Mr. Daniel O'Sullivan, late of Tralee, and 
now Chief of Police, second in importance 
only to the Governor. The Chief made the 
three instantly welcome, and, as one of the 
Cadogans stated, ‘‘the happy reunion was 
celebrated with all due ceremony by wetting 
the shamrock.’’ 

IRISH AND SCOTCH. 

The inhabitants of the islands they found 
were largely Irish and Scotch, or of Irish or 
Scotch extraction. The arrival of the Aileen 
was heralded far and wide, and the sailors 
were made much of by everybody, who -were 
proud of the á “wise achieved by men of 
their own race. Stanley, they discovered, is 
a prosperous town, “‘ where people can live 
for nothing, as the island is teeming with 
wild geese, which make very good eating.” 
The visitors spent four me there, during 
which they dismantled the ketch íor use by 
the Falkland Island Shipping Company, whic 
arries on between the islands extensive trad- 
ing in wool and x ae for export to England. 

An interesting“and unique ceremony took 
place in the presence of a large gathering 
of the Irish ‘residents before the visitors de- 
parted. This was the hauling down of the 
Irish tricolour from the masthead, an event 
which the crew celebrated by firing a volley, 
“ which scattered the wild geese and sent the 
little boys running miles away. The object 
of the volley, explained the brothers, was 
‘just to show that there wasno ill-feeling.”

MR. DE VALERA’S CRITICISM. 


Mr. de Valera, addressing a gathering of

The Forts of Folly. 

During recent months the essential unity 
of Ireland has been proclaimed: at many 
social gatherings in both Irish States. Re- 
presentatives of Southern sport and cf 
Southern commerce have received a cordial 
welcome in Belfast, and delegates of 
Northern industry have found themselves 
most happily at home in Dublin. No 
meeting of this kind has been more en- 
couraging than the annual dinner of the 
Royal College of Surgeons in Ireland, 
which we report to-day. The President of 
the College, a distinguished Ulster man, 
occupied the chair; some thirty members 
of the profession in Northern Ireland were 
among the guests; and all the speeches, 
including that of the Free State’s. first 
citizen, radiated optimism and -good-will. 
of course, acknowledges © no 
frontiers; but there was a warmth~ of 
patriotism in last Saturday’s ‘speeches 
which the mere fellowship of science could 
not have inspired. It was manifest that 
these men from North and South were glad 
to be together, and that—though “they 
were careful to shun political discussion— 
they dislike the large variety of artificial 
barriers that forces the normal current of 
their lives into separate streams. The tone 
of the doctors’ speeches was. not excep- 
tional.. It is the tone which prevails when- 
ever a common interest brings Northern 
and Southern Trishmen into contact. 
We are quite confident that.a closer 
communion between the two States. in 
social and economic affairs is the earnest 
desire of an overwhelming. majority, ; of

barriers persist? They persist because the 
public opinion ‘of ‘the ‘governed in both 
States is more enlightened than the views 
of their governors, | 
Ministers on both sides of the frontier 
sometimes pay lip-homage to the ideal of 
unity, but their. actions continue to flout 
it. Clearly, there is no sound ‘basis of 
economics for the tariffs which throttle 
trade between the two parts of Ireland, 
the impediments that penalise social inter- 
course, the stubborn refusal to co-ordinate 
in the slightest degree such national 
services as the railways and the organisa- 
tion of agricultural exports. The barriers 
are maintained, at a heavy cost, for 
political reasons only; and in both States, 
as we believe, those reasons are entirely 
fallacious. Lord Craigavon’s Government 
and Mr. Cosgrave’s Government seem to 
be afraid to make advances to each other 
in the interests of more natural and more 
profitable relations between the two States. 
They are too subservient to the ‘‘ die- 
hards '” of their parties; and, perhaps, 
they cannot wrench their own minds out of 
When a Free State Minister 
declared, a few days ago, that the Free 
State Army would co-operate with the 
British Army. in the event of an attack 
on these islands some people were startled 
by the obvious statement of fact. Nobody 
would have been startled if Ministers had 
been consistently candid with the country ; 
but such lack. of candour and such 
timidity in the recognition of a new status, 
and of the new policies which that status 
involves, are common to both Irish Govern- 
ments, Each continues to fear that any 
concession to the other would be regarded 
as a sign of weakn s.

Towards the end of the week 
the King and Queen will visit the London 
portion of the Fair, thus signalising the 
supreme importance of industry to the 
nation’s welfare’ in. these years of 
economic strain. We think it likely that 
this Fair will mark the initiation of trade 
revival in Britain. The war tested British 
endurance with such a test as never was 
applied to. it before. For four years 
English -factories were turned from their 
proper employment to the production of 
materials-of war, while the United States, 
far removed from peril, perfected her in- 
dustrial equipment and prepared to seize 
the world’s leadership. When peace came, 
and English industry collected its broken 
threads of business cofinection, a terrible 
burden of costs lay on the English people, 
and they found their former markets lost’ 
of local industry, or 
captured ‘by rivals, or, yet again, bankrupt 
and worthless. In the adjustment of the 
national- economy to the’new world condi- 
tions a danger as great as the war itself 
rose from within, and last year. British 
industry was paralysed by a strike that 
threatened—but - for. the stable genius of 
the race—to dissolve into ruinous revolu- 
tion. . At ‘last, “howéver, ‘all these troubles 
have been surmounted. -A people stripped 
of all illusions regarding its problems faces 
the future with ‘determination and hope.

SHANGHAI, Saturday Midnight. 

Sixty-five .thousand labourers in the 

international and French concessions, and 
native’ areas suddenly struck early this 
morning, causing..a complete paralysis of 
transportation, cotton r ills, department 
stores. and the electric light and power 
stations in the French concession. 
. While ‘the strike threatened. the power 
station and waterworks of the interna- 
tional settlemetit, the men. continued work- 
ing throughout the day, but the French 
‘concession , station was operated by 
foreigners. 

In addition to the stoppage of municipal 
and private industries, the employés also 
walked out from the post office and tele- 
graph offices, thus preventing a despatch 
of mails abroad. 

While a “general strike has been 
threatened for a considerable period, the 
present walk-out came without warning. 
Even the police were without knowledge of 
the trouble until the crowds started 
stoning the tramcars, beating the native 
conductors and motormen, and forcing the 
discontinuance of the service. 

NO FOREIGNERS ATTACKED. 

Apart from attacks on three British 
factories, causing minor damages before 
the crowds were dispersed by the police, 
no foreign property has been damaged thus 
far, and no foreigners attacked or injured. 

The-municipal authorities this afternoon 
mobilised volunteer units, ccnsisting of 
fifteen hundred men, and also called out 
the special police reserves which were 
stationed at strategic points, to prevent 
the entrances into. the city of radical 
agitators from the native areas.

The function, which was held in the 
hall of the College, St. Stephen’s Green, 
Dublin, was attended by the Governor- 
General of the Irish Free State, Mr. T. M: 
Healy, K.C.. The other guests included | 
over thirty-five members of the medical 
profession from Belfast. The President of 
the College this year is Mr. Andrew 
Fullerton, C.B., C.M.G., Professor of 
Surgery at the Queen’s University, 
Belfast. | : 

The toast of “ The King ’’ was honoured 
with acclamation. 


THE PRESIDENT. 

Mr. Fullerton, in proposing the toast. of 
“The Governor-General,’’ said that His 
Excellency, by his repeated patronage of 
their annual assembly, had shown his 
sympathy and interest for the work of the 
College, which was one of the chief institu- 
tions in Ireland. His Fxcellency had also 
demonstrated by his presence and support 
that the cause of medical science and the 
care of the sick and suffering lay close to 
his heart. No greater honour could be 
conferred on any assembly than to have 
the chief officer of the State as its 
principal guest. 

It would ill become him to-appraise the 
qualities of one who occupied sich a high 
position, but he might be permitted on 
behalf of those present to congratulate His 
Excellency on the dignity and urbanity 
with ‘which -he had carried: out the duties 
of his high office. 


GOVERNOR-GENERAL’S SPEECH. 


In the toast, the 
Governor-General that he was 
much obliged for the kind words 
spoken of him. He thought that 
the president should be congratu- 
lated. upon having such a great 
assembly: of professional men to do him 
-honoar:. Not only did Dublin honour Mr. 
Fullerton, but Belfast also honoured him. 
(Hear, hear.) There were there that 
night—and they were cordially welcome— 
the staffs and professors of the two great 
Belfast hospitals, the Royal Victoria and 
the Mater Infirmorum. 

He had been reminded a short time ago 
that the Royal College of Surgeons received 
its Charter in 1784, and now, after a lapse 
of nearly 150 years, it had gone to Belfast 
for its president. The English College of 
Surgeons, which received its Charter in 
1800, followed that example last year ard 
went to Leeds for its president and there 
selected an Irishman, who was also a 
Fellow of the Irish College. 

“You, sir,” said the Governor-General, 
‘turning to Mr. Fullerton, ' have, I know, 
endeared yourself to the Fellows of this 
College for many years. It is a great 
compliment to you, and a source of great 
gratification to me, to see rallied around 
you tonight so many members of your 
great profession, from North and South, 
to hail and proclaim you as the President 
of the Royal College of Surgeons of Ire- 
land.

NO DIVISION. 


“*In medicine and surgery, I believe, 
there is no North and South. (Hear, 
hear.) I do not know if there is an East 
or West. (Laugkter.) But, anyway, it is 
a peculiar pleasure for me to think that 
in your persons latitude and longitude 
should be abolished. (Laughter. ) 

‘I read in various papers the other day 
of the pilgrimage cf one of your most 
famous politicians in Belfast, and I read 
with some surprise that the very same 
complaints are made of the Northern 
Government as I sometimes see made of 
the Southern Government.” 

He had read an article by his friend and 
old acquaintance. in Enniskillen, Mr. 
Trimble, of the Impartial. Reporter, and it 
was so full of the grievances under which 
the North was labouring that it came must 
painfully to his mind, as he always 
thought that the North was a land flowing 
with milk and honey. (Laaghter.) It 
cnly showed that, in spite of the boundary, 
human nature was pretty wel] the same on 
both sides. 

There was only one person in the land 
who was not supposed to have human 
nature, and that was himself. (Latighter.} 
He was allowed to address them on any 
subject except ‘politics or religion. If he 
touched those two subjects, he could not 
say what his fate would be in this world 
or the next. (Laughter. ) 

He would say one thing—‘‘ You, always, 
before you are allowed to practise your 
profession, have to pass through a number 
of examinations and through a very severe 
course of study in order to secure your 
diploma ; but politicians, whose ravages in 
a country might be very great, had ‘to 
secure no diploma or degree.”’ 

If a mistake were made in regard to. 

free trade or protection, an entire country- 
side might be devastated, but let a doctor 
make a mistake in a prescription or in an 
amputation, and he was liable to he’ 
indicted. A politician elected by universal 
suffrage could recommend anything and 
everything for the benefit or injury of his 
native land. That there would be pre- 
scribed for members of the legislature in 
this kingdom or any other any previous 
element of culture or knowledge, he was 
unaware. Happily, he had to act entirely 
on the advice of Ministers, and he some- 
times wished that he could think on that 
advice. (Laughter.) 
He could only sc: that he hored that in 
the president’s year of office this further 
benevolent union between North and South 
will tend to dissipate prejudice and make 
them better acquainted with one another 
and be in the conjoint interest of their 
native land. (Cheers.)

LORD CRAIGAVON’S 
DISCOVERY. 


LOCAL AFFAIRS WELL 
MANAGED, 


Interviewed on his return to Belfast, fol- 
lowing his tour of Northern Ireland, Vis- 
count Craigavon said that the tour, from 
every point of view, had been an unquali- 
fied success. They had been able to clear 
up a great deal, and they had returned im- 
mensely benefited from what they had seen 
and heard.” 

“I am quite satisfied,” he said, “with 
the management of Ulster’s local affairs. 
I feel instinctively that Ulster has lost 
none of her old spirit and determina- 
tion.” 

During the past week Viscount Craig- 
avon travelled over five hundred miles, and 
interviewed numerous deputations, and de- 
livered almost innumerable speeches. He 
expressed apyjireciation of the courteous 
manner in which he had been everywhere 
received; and the frankness with which 
the various claims had been put forward. 

He paid a tribute to the work of the 
difierent County Councils and the rural 
and urban authorities throughout the 
Northern province. He is satisfied that 
these bodies are doing their best, under 
present conditions, in the interest of the 
ratepayers generally. 

A NEW COAST ROAD. 

On Saturday morning Lord Craigavon 
inspected the site of the proposed new 
coast road between Cushendun and Bally- 
castle, and later motored to Larne along 
the fine coast highway. 

The Premier met a Cushendun deputa- 
tion at M‘Bride’s Hotel. Jt consisted of 
Mr, Miscampbell (Chairman, Antrim Co. 
Council), Mr. Arthur M‘Allister (Rural 
District. Councillor), Mr. Sinclair fF. 
Dobbs, D.L.; the Rev. T. Blacker, P.P., 
Cushendun, and Mr. Denis Black, J.P., as 
well as members of the farming commu- 
nity and hotel-keepers in the district. 

The Rev. T. Blacker, who presided, 
welcomed Viscount Craigavom and Sit 
Dawson Bates. 

Mr. Arthur M‘Allister spoke of the new 
road, as did also Mr. Denis Black and 
Mr. Sinclair Dobbs. 

Mr. Miscampbell appealed to the Govern- 
ment to give a big contribution towards 
the project. They had plenty in the Road 
Fund for this work, and they had no right 
to spend a penny of that money on any- 
thing but roads and bridges. 

A ROAD FUND GRANT. 

Viscount Craigavon, replying, said that 
he had listened with interest to the re- 
marks of the speakers. He could assure 
them that not a penny of the Road Fund 
was being spent on anything but roads and 
bridges. He wag in sympathy with the 
new road, and would do his best as re- 
garded the grant, which would be about 60 
per cent. He felt sure that the Ministry 
of Labour would give a grant of about 70 
per cent. of the total labour cost.. That 
would leave a small figure to be met by 
the county. 

Mr. Ernest Patton, Secretary of the 
Ulster Tourist Development Association, 
said that he had not come down to ask 
the Prime Minister to make the “praties”' 
any bigger in Cushendall, but to ask him 
to do his best in regard to the new road. 
He wanted to see Lord Northcliffe’s de- 
scription of the road as “the second finest 
coast road in Europe’ changed to that of 
“the finest coast road in the world.” 
(Applause. ) 

CRITICISMS OF EXPENDITURE. 

During the tour the Prime Minister had 
brought before him claims for improving 
the harbour accommodation at Killough 
and Warrenpoint, the prevention of flood- 
ing in the Lough Neagh basin, and in 
Fermanagh, and the need for improvement 
in Ballycastle Harbour. He undertook to 
give all these matters consideration, and 
it is understood that in the forthcoming 
session in Parliament efforts will be made 
to deal with these and other matters which 
were brought under his notice. 

There were frequent criticisms of the 
expenditure by the Government and by 
Local Government Bedies. It was pointed 
out, in reply, that owing to the manner in 
which the finances of Northern Ireland 
and Great Britain are interwoven any re- 
duction in expenditure in the Government 
departments in Northern Ireland would 
not directly benefit the taxpayers in 
Northern Ireland, but would go to swell 
the surplus revenue of the province, the 
greater portion of which forms Northern 
Ireland's contribution to Imperial services. 
About a year ago a leading official of the 
British Treasury investigated very fully 
the methods. of the Civil Service in 
Northern Ireland, and his report did not 
disclose any outstanding. instances of 
either extravagance or surplus of officials. 
It is in the local administration that the 
savings, if any, that are to benefit the 
ratepayers can be effected, and the criti- 
cisms throughout the country will impress 
upon the Prime Minister and members of 
the Cabinet the great importance of not 
placing new burdens upon the local 
authorities by legislative enactment. 


LOCAL RATES. 

There have been numerous criticisms, 

for instance, of the probable increase in 
loca] rates as a result of the operations of 
the Education Act. The new Regional 
Education Committees are naturally 
anxious to improve the condition of 
primary schools, and where possible pro- 
vide for secondary and technical educa- 
tion. The great majority of the rate- 
payers would not resent that increased ex- 
penditure upon education if corresponding 
savings could be made in other branches 
of local administration. 
The ratepayers are looking forward to 
the publication of the report of the Com- 
mittee which is investigating poor law an: 
local administration, in the hope that it 
will suggest some practical methods cf 
reducing expenditure by co-ordinating and 
preventing over-lapping of poor law and 
other services.

In a leading article upon the general 
strike in Shanghai and the situation as a 
whole in China, The Times observes :— 
Shanghai, in fact, is subject to the 
ordinary chances of the Chinese civil wars, 
and, in addition to these, to that new 
psychological element which the 
Southerners, under foreign direction, have 
skilfully exploited. Of greater import- 
ance than, the counting of men’ and 
weapons, or than any estimate of the 
jealousies and interests of rival generals, 
is the propagandist organisation that the 
Southerners employ to enhance the effect 
of their military operations. Their armies 
are only a little better organised and 
equipped than those of their opponents; 
their man-power is often physically in- 
ferior. Their advantage lies not only in 
party discipline and organisation us 
against the uncertain loyalty of a mass of 
mercenaries to individual leaders, but in 
their power of causing demoralisation in 
their opponents’ rear by Socialist tactics 
that are wholly new in Chinese warfare. 
Boycotts and strikes are for them military 
instruments, the weapons by which even 
more than by armies they seize the kind cf 
power they desire. 

In spite of doubts, delays, and most 
mischievous intervention on “the part of 
the Labour opposition in this country, the 
Government have, after all, succeeded ac 
this most critical moment in concluding 
with Mr. Chen an agreement over the 
status of the Hankow Concession. It is to 
be assumed, though the details are not yet 
available, that this agreement implies a re- 
affirmation of the assurance given by Mr. 
Chen on January 22, that no further at- 
tempt would be made by the Chinese 
Nationalists to alter the status of conces 
sious and international settlements by 
force. In so far as the status of the 
Hankow Concession is regulated the agree- 
ment concluded by Mr. O’Malley and Mr 
Chen is a matter for satisfaction; but it 
must not be forgotten that the most active 
and aggressive forces of the Cantonese 
Government are now transferred to the 
neighbourhood of Shanghai, and that, in 
view of the manner in which Cantoness 
agents are now preparing for the reception 
of Cantonese armies in that important 
centre, it cannot be said that the precau- 
tions taken by the British Government, 
and, as it now appears, by other Govern- 
ments as well, for the defence of their 
nationals are not very fully justified.

PARIS, Sunday. 
The French Civil Court of the Seine will 
shortly have. before it an action which is 
likely to attract as much attention as did 
the recent Gladstone case in Englan I. 
Mme. Aurore Sand, a writer, is suing 
M. Jacques Boulanger for ten thousand 
francs damages for heading an article, 
“ The Fiftieth Anniversary of Buloz: tlie 
First Lover of Georges Sand.”’ 
| Buloz was one of the first editors of the 
Revue des Deux Mondes. | 

Mme. Aurore Sand considers that her 
late grandmother is libelled by this article, 
which represents her as a fickle and un- 
whoiesomely impulsive voman. 

There have been several actions of this 
kind before the French courts. Althouga 
in principle there can be no libel on the 
dead, the law of Julf 29th, 1881, lays 
down that the heirs of a dead person 
against whose memcry imputations have 
been made may take legal action in so far 
as they themselves, being alive, have been 
injured in their honour or in public 
esteem; but historical personages are 
generally considered, if one may say so, 
“ fair game.”’

AMERICA CUP. 
NO NEGOTIATIONS ABOUT 
RULES. 


Statements that negotiations for the re- 
vision of the America Cup Rules had been 
in progress were denied at the annual 
general meeting of the Royal Ulster Yacht 
Club in Bangor last Saturday. 

Mr. R. A. Barbour, the Hon. Secretary, 
stated that it had been published recently 
in the English Press that negotiations had 
been going on between the Royal Ulster 
Club and the New York Club with the 
object of altering the racing rules govern- 
ing the contests for the “ America “ Cup, 
which were considered to be unfair to com- 
petitors travelling a long distance to take 
part in the race. 

Mr. Barbour said that statement was 
absolutely without foundation. There was 
no dispute over the, rules, and there had 
been no correspondence with the New 
York Club about the Cup for many years. 
No suggestions had been put forward by 
the Ulster Club with regard to a change 
of rules, and their relations with the New 
York Club were of the most cordial de- 
scription. 

Mr. Barbour added that he had written 
to the Secretary of the New York Yacht 
Club enclosing a cutting of the newspaper 
article in question, and pointing out that 
the report was quite without justification, 
and was plainly a fabrication which was 
apt to point to friction between the two 
clubs—friction which had never existed, 
and which, they hoped, never would. 

The previous day he had received an 
answer from Mr. G. A. Cormack, Secretary 
to the New York Yacht Club, dated 7th 
February, in which it was :tated: 

‘‘Let me thank you for your kindness in 
this matter. It is true that such fabrications 
sometimes bring about misunderstandines, but 
I feel that that would be quite impossible be- 
tween vour club and mine, where nothing but 
the best feeling has ever existed, and, I trust, 
will ever continue.”

DEATH OF GEORG BRANDES.

COPENHAGEN, Sunday. 
teorg Brandes, the literary critic and 
writer, died at 9 o’clock last night. Only a 
week ago he was still able to read and tell 
his usual anecdotes, and till the very last he 
believed he would recover. His condition 
was, however, hopeless. He underwent a 
severe internal operation, and though he 
rallied remarkably the relief afforded was 
only temporary. During his last hours he 
was unconscious.

AN IGNORED DUTY. 

Another duty that was ignored altogether 
by people who were not within their - circle 
was that of doing what they could to increase 
the efficiency of the medical machine as a 
whole Therein, to his mind, lay the obvious 
way to prosperity in Ireland. When they 
as ke of the prosperity of Ireland, they should 
not only think of the future in terms 
butter and eggs and cattle, but they should 
also sometimes think of Ireland as she once 
was, the fount of ‘knowledge.

For their boundary as 
a scientific body they must look to the limit of 
civilisation, and to apply a limit to their 
sphere they must go to every corner of the 
world where there was suffering humanity.

[he one great foundation-stone on which 
all prosperity in Iréland had got to be built 
was that of peace. The country was now 
more peaceful than it had been for the last 
ten or twenty years If the country was to 
prosper they must stand together, united gn 
business and commerce. There might be a 
polit:cal division, but there were many things 
in which they could unite for the prosperity 
of their common country. It was only as 
they trusted one another, believed in one 
another, and co-operated with one another, 
‘hat they could become great and strong. He 
believed that the day was not far distant 
when the North and South would trust affd 
co-operate with one another 

“May. the Irish Channel rise up,” he said, 
“before the unity that exists between Great 
Kritain and this country is disturbed.”” After 
all, Great Britain and Northern Ireland were 
their best customers Upon peace and unity 
depended the prosperity of Ireland. The 
Government of the Irish Free State had done 
an inspiring thing, for which. they had been 
criticised and told they were attempting too 
much, and that was the Shannen scheme 

But, by it they had inspired the people and 

shown them that they would have to work if 

prosperity would be assured. . The people 
ad one fault—it might have been growing 
through iong years of oppression—in depen4d- 
ing upon the Government and not upon them- 
selves. What they wanted im Ireland to-day 

. was more of the upturned sleeve and bare 
erm, more work and more labour, and 
prosperity. must. come, 

There was no profession more directly 
interested in prosperity than the surgical pro- 
fession, and no profession gave away so much 
time and. ability to the poor. 


GREAT ASSETS. 

Professor Lindsay said that, on behalf of 
the very large contingent present from Bel- 
fast enjoying the hospitality of Dublin, he 
had to express their pleasure at seeing in the 
chair their esteemed colleague and President, 
Mr. Fullerton. He found it difficult to say 
anything on the subject of prosperity to Ire- 
land, but there were beams and rays of light, 
nad he thought that the future was by no 
means unhopeial. They had no great stores 
of iron and coal upon which great industries 
could be built. But Ireland had very great 
assets jn her fertile soil and rich pastures, in 
her cattle and sheep, and, above all. in her 
horses. Every Irishman and _Irishwoman 
loved a horse, and in this connection he re- 
ferred to the Royal’ Dublin Society's Horse 
Show, which was one of the great events in 
which all Ireland participated. Their fisheries, 
long neglected, were now, he thought. receiv- 
ing the attention which they demandedj and 
deserved. 

[rí ‘the North they had some evidences of 
hope that their great shipbuilding industry 

s emerging from a long period of extreme 
depression, and there was considerable pro- 
mise of a return to pre-war prosperity. 

Ireland had a creat asset in the intelligence 
of ils people. The worst enemy of the coun- 
try never said that the Irish were a stupid 
people. Irishmen had made fame and fortune 
in all professions and countries. 

Irishmen of genius had. sad to relate, done 
their best: work out of Ireland. Might he ex 
press a hone that the time might come when 
Trishmen of genius. would find suitable en- 
couragement in the land of their birth? 

Did North and South, he wondered, praise 
ene “another sufficiently’ Sometimes. he 
thought that their Press did not follow out 
that principle as thoroughly as might be de- 
sired. The outiook in Ireland was more hope- 
ful to-day thaw it had been.for many years, 
and they trusted that the evil days of strife, 
of confusion and of bitterness were past. 
There were three things necessary for. Ire- 
land’s  prosperny—peace, good-will and hard 
work,

SISTER COLLEGES. 

Sir Arthur Chante, proposing the toast, 
“The Sister Colleges of Ireland,’’ said that it 
was the high-water mark, the springtide of 
wealth, that the medical colleges in the Free 
State had been drawn closer together by the 
common bond of adversity. They had grown 
to know each other in their adversity with 
the stark intimacy of shipwrecked mariners. 

(Laughter.). 

The more one knew of those problems that 
lay at the bottom of their difficulty, the more 
one realised how .complicated and intricate 
they were. If they had any doubt of the de- 
sire of the Free State Government to do 
what was right: and just—and they had not— 
they would find it in the complicated issuts, 
on which so much depended. Perhaps they 
grumbled; but no man had reason to com- 
plain of the monotony of life in Ireland. .A 
great constitutional revolution entailed a large 
number oí very extensive changes of, various 
types, but. those changes had come so rapidly 
that*’somé people were ‘peritaps a little dazed ; 
and so, like wnaeeustomed sailors, they longed 
to rest their eyes on something that was got 
moving. é 

Sir Arthur Chance then referred to the 
varidus representatives of sister colleges pre- 
sent in terms of welcome and praise. Their 
own President, he said, came to them from 
Ulster, and had received the highest honour 
it was in the power of the college.to give. 
The Governor-General had spoken of the geo- 
graphical position of Ulster, but the surgeons, 
he thought, looked upon the border as an 
imaginary line. He offered their friends from 
the North a hearty welcome, and asked them 
to bring back across the border their good 
wishes, and to remind their colleagues that, 
no matter what their views on the border 
might be, there was no Free State tariff on 
good-will. 

A GOOD SIGN. 

Lord Glenavy, Vice-Chancellor of Dublin 
University, responding, said that he some- 
times feared that in these days they were 
losing in the Free State something of the 
sense of humour and cheery optimism, which, 
in the old days, enabled them to endure, and 
emerge with comparative immunity from, 
many positions of difficulty and danger; and 
that in its place they were disposed to yield 
to gloomy forebodings, 

It had been a special pleasure and privilege 
to be present at that function, presided over 
by one of the most eminent surgeons from 
the North. It was a very significent and 
hopeful sign for the future of their country 
that .so many of their brethren from the 
North had consented to come there, not 
merely as a testimony of their regard and 
affection for their president, but also in full 
and kindly feeling for them in the Free 
State. 

He could not recollect in the last six years 
any social event in the country that promised 
better for the future than thet one. He 
regarded it as one more indication of the 
growing desire on the part of all true and 
patriotic Irishmen for closer co-operation and 
friendship between North and .

The ‘‘ Sinday Night Club,” which is open 
from eight o'clock till ten, .is the idea of the 
Rev. 13. D. Walker, Pastor of Ghe Wolver- 
hampton Presbyterian Church. He has been 
unfavourably impressed by the spectacle of 
hundreds of young. people having nothing 
better to do than parade in the centre of the 
town on Sunday nights... The intention of 
forming the club was announced in the week 
during the hearing of summonses against 
thrity-six youths and girls who were charged 
with obstruction, fines Of half-a-crown being 
imposed in the majority of cases. 

THE ATTENDANCE. 

Several of the defendants were among the 
three hundred young people who crowded into 
the lecture háil adjoining the Presbyterian 
Church to-night.. Quite as many failed to 
obtain admission. They were typical of the 
youths ahd girls who walk about the streets 
on Sunday nights. Their ages ranged mbstly 
from fifteen to twenty. The youths predom:- 
nated, although there was a good sprinkling 


of girls. 

Mr. Walker's description of “ a cabaret in 
the best sense of the term ” was quite justi- 
fied by the programme, which to-night in- 
cluded items by Miss Goldie Killin and her 
All-Ladies’ Band, songs by rg: Syme, 
a popular local baritones-#id Mass Dorothy 
Kooker, soprano, did huriéréus sketches by 
Mr. Ernest Whthiams,; avbufadtops*and draróa- 
tic entertainer.

CHIEF CONSTABLE'S ADDRESS. 

When all the young people were seated, 
the Rev. G. D. Walker introduced the Chief 
Constable, Mr. David Webster, who, he said, 
had been as much associated with the 
initiation of the scheme ‘as he himself. had 
been. . 

““I cannot say,” said the Chief Constable, 
“that I like the name cabaret or night 
club, This, of course, will be a secular. elub,' 
and no hymns will be sung or bhain of 
that description.” The primary. object was 
to get young men and women off the streete. 
‘‘God help this country when we open any 
institution without its being associated, in 
some measure or other, with Christianity,”’ he 
continued amid approving cheers. '' I should 
like to ask that to-night only should be 
opened with the singing of one of the finest 
old hymns of this country. If the young 
people are so depraved that they cannot 
stand a bit of community singing on Stinday, 
or even a hymn, then it is a very ‘bad job 
for any town or city. 

‘‘Some of you may have been to Church 
to-day, and some of you may not. This is 
not the place to encourage you to come ‘to 
on Sunday night if you do hot look after 
your religious and Christian duties prior to 
eight o'clock at night. I have Mr, Walker's 
permission to ask you to begin with a little 
singing. It is the only chance that I shall 
have of breaking the regulations.”’ (Laugh- 
ter. )

There are now approximately eight 
hundred missionary refugees at Shanghai, 
including four hundred British and three 
hundred American and one hundred of 
other nationalities. 

These missionaries are experiencing con- 
siderable difficulty in finding lodgings.

bitterly resents the lattep’s..eminence and 
leadgrship of the anti-Red campaign which 
Sun ;Chuan-fang, who belongs to no party, 
has accepted.

TECHNICAL SCHOOL FOR 
MARINO. | 

The..Dublin Borough .Commissioners—Mr, 
Seamus Murphy (presiding), Dr. Dwyer and 
Mr. Hernon—at their meeting last. Saturday 
passed a resolution instructing. the Town 
Clerk--to apply.-to the Minister for -Local 
Government and Public Health for sanction 
to the borrowing of a sum: of @20,000. for 
the purpose of making advances tosborrowers 
under the provisions of the Small Dwellings 
Acquisition Acts, 1899 and 1919. The Com- 
missioners also resolved to create Dublin 
Corporation Five per Cent. Redeemable Stock, 
to be issued to an amount calculated at the 
sale price to produce £500%000, for, as stated 
in last Friday's /rish Timea, the provision of 
working class houses in Dublin. 

A letter was received intimating that the 
Department of Local Government and Public 
Health had sanctioned the raising of the 
money by the issue of stock. | 

The same Department sent a copy of a 
Provisional Order empowering the Commis- 
sioners to acquire certain lands and premises 
tor the purpose of making a section of a new 
100-foot road from Drumcondra to Howth 
road, Clontarf. 

MARINO TECHNICAL SCHOOLS. 

The Commissioners resolved to erect a 
technical school on the middle portion of the 
Marino frontage to serve the needs of the 
district; and instructed the City Architect to 
prepare the necessary plans and specification, 
and to submit an estimate of the total cost 
involved.
